In this respect it is the 
ezaet <qn>of*te of increased wages 
wMeh, azeept to the «ttent that they 
represent' inereased efficiency of the 
woikar, mean always a higher eost of 
psodnetkMb There is at fliis time p 
good deal of feeling n^rninst cnpital 
and those who provide capital. Ko 
donbt mneh of this feeFng in due to 
failure to distiniruish between cnpital 
and ^ e^talist. Capital is always 
a baaafieltat force. 

'Hitherto the na'.s of onr popnla- 
tion hns nhsolutely neplected the dnfy 
and necessity of providing oapitnl. 
which is vital to oar eiistenes. It has 
depended on the savings of a small 
part of the commonity with the re- 
sult tiiat a few men hold in tinrall the 
lives and fortunes of the many. 

The ramedy lies not in the de- 
stmetion of caintal, which Is vital to 
our existence and benefioient in pro- 
portion to its abundance, but in tak- 
ing oat of the hands of the small 
the duty of providing it, in 
its fundamental import- 
ance and in having tiie commonity it- 
self and every man in it, according 
to Ins ability provide the capital nec- 
essary to onr life and well being.

RILL THIS BILL 

The bill to abolish (capital pnni«h- 
meat, whioh f^nator Early pmposea 
to introduce at Frankfort, should be 
killed without hadtettott and without 

delay. 

Ill this country we puhlah too few, 
not too many, mnrderen. Onr homi- 
cide statinticn n<) n reeult are a blot 
upon our civiUsation. The plain rea- 
son for pnrdence of citsMS of vio- 
lonrp is rnrity of conviotion. It will, 
of course, be agreed that if punish - 
meat were leas severe convictions 
would be more easily prornrnhle. 
That is the familiar argument of the 
crime-promoting ooddler of arimlnab; 
the amateur criminologist, who is full 
of the milk of kovan kindness when 
he oonsiden the eriauaal, and con- 
v-eniantly. forgetful of viotfaas of 
criminal violence. 

In Kentucky the jury has a ehoioc 
hct'srccti life imprif^onm^st tliA 
death pmalty. Too often life im- 
prisonment is choMB wheit tha death 
penalty would be the juster penalty. 
Rarely does a "lifer" remain in prison 
as long as twenty years. Between a 
convicted crirainnl and servioe of 
■antenoe stand the weakMSS of yield - 
itif Qxeeotiyea, the deniney of par- 
ola boards, and the intrigues of poli- 
ticians.

The bloodthirsty 
young Haifis who murdered his 
father, so unnatural had his ferodty 
become, is enjoying his freedom ttnde^ 
parole. Cnrfls Jett, who should have 
been executed for the Marcum mur- 
der, who was proved guilty of the as- 
sasaination of James Cockrell, acting 
in )K>th cases not from enmity, bnt to 
oblige, for hire, or other compensa- 
tion, the leader of his clan, is at large 
under parole. Tom White, the moun- 
tain churl, who was called in by Cal- 
lahan and HarKis to aawlal "^ild 
Dog*^ in killing ACarcum, was allowed 
some time apo to return to hi-; linunts 
in the hill»<. Deutou, who aided in the 
murder of Callahan, is out again, 
The shameful list inligrht he lenfrthened 
until the page in which this article 
is printed would not eontaui the end 
of it. 

Kemove from the list of penalties 
for crime capital punishment aad -the 
only powerful deterrent is removed. 
Everyone knows that life imprison- 
ment sentences, however aoiennly 
passed, are Pickwickian. The con 
victa do not serve them as a rule, or 
(pvatly fear serving them. Upon com- 
mitment, they begin courses of con- 
duct planned to awaken sympathy 
and their ^f^ends outsida begin the 
courses ealcnlatt^ to emulate sym>

Punishment for the worst crimes 
is too frequent nnd too mild. Abol- 
ishment of capital punishment would 
be an invitation to citminals to fol- 
low tlielir natural betot-^ourier-

EASIER PLAN OFFERED 

While tho Treasury Department's 
plans for the sale of Treasury Sav- 
ings Certificatps and War Savinijs 
Stamps are in the maip very much 
the same as last year, there afe a 
few chancres that will be appreciated 
by the present holders of the secur- 
ities. 

Beginning January 2, 1020, a 1018 
issue of Treasnrj- Savings Certifi- 
cates ia thA flOO denomination, and 
continuing after December 31, 1919. 
the issae of 1919 Treasury Savings 
Certifieates in the denoainaions of 
•tlOO and $1,000, in both eases not 
for cash sale but only in ezohange for 

1918 and 1919 War 8avfaig« Certifi- 
cates, resi»ec lively. It is anticipated 
that many holders of the 1918 and 

1919 War Savings Certificates wlill 
find it advantageous to change -their 
holdings into these Treasury Savings 
Certificates, whose terms and condi- 
tions are aubstantially the same as 
those of the 1020 issue except for 
their earlier maturity dates. 

In adfitiOtt to the advantages men- 
tioned in the case of exchange of 

1920 War Sa^^ngs Ce»tificate8 for 
Treasury Savings Certifioataa, op- 
portunity for consolidating holdings, 
and also for changing ownershlip is 
provided. 

Holders of one or more War Sav- 
ings Certificates of the 1918 or 1919 
issue which bear War Savings 
Stamps having a total maturi^ value 
of $100 of some multiple of a hun- 
dred dollars, may exchange. the cer- 
tificates for the same maturity value 
of Treasury Savings Certificates of 
the corresponding issue. When two 
or more War Savings Certificates are 
offered for exchange, eatih one need 
not bear its full complement of twen- 
ty War Savings Stamps, provided the 
total value of the stamps aggregates 
9100, or some multiple of it. In the 
matter of ownership the regnlatioaa 
proride in effect that the Treasury 
Sa\lings Certificates taken in ex- 
change may be made out in favor of 
new and different owners, if the own- 
ers uf the War Savings Certificates 
so request. The esehaaflea nay \* 
made at first and second-cla.ss post 
offices or other post of tices specially 
deaignatad by the postmastw gener- 
al, lit Federal Rcser\e Banks and at 
the division uf luuus and currency of 
Ika Treaeary, bat not at baaks and 
trust companies gaaerally.*

He will tell you that all you 
have to do is to pile in your savings, 
your Liberty Bonds and War Sav- 
ings Stamps and wheel 4hem ever to 
him in order to turn your money over 
at a thousand per cent, profit. 

Bnt if you Knten to ezperieneed 
men you will find that it is wise to 
investigate who the promoters of the 
company are, what their title to the 
property they are exploiting is based' 
upon, what commission they get and 
whether your money is to he t® 
develop the property or to buy limou- 
sines for the promoters.
